Defeated Liberal cabinet minister 
Dipika Damerla, now running for a 
council seat in Mississauga’s Ward 7, 
says her party strayed too far left. 

“Our party drifted too far left for 
my liking. I am definitely supportive 
of our party moving more back to the 
center,” she told Peel News Talk on 
Sauga 960 AM. 

As MPP for Mississauga East- 
Cooksville, Damerla served under 
Kathleen Wynne’s Liberal govern- 
ment as Minister of Seniors Affairs 


from 2016 to 2018. 

She was swept away by the blue 
Tory wave June 7 when voters gave 
Doug Ford’s PC Party a huge majority. 
The Liberals were almost wiped out, 
left with 7 seats after leading the 
province for 15 years. 

As the party attempts to pick up the 
pieces, Damerla says it can start by 
shifting its political direction back to 
its traditional place. 

“T will be among the first to say we 
need to move back more to the center.

“She was a cabinet min- 
ister in that party and was 
very responsible for what 
went on there.” 

He says it’s far too late 
for Damerla to claim she 
disagreed with the ‘left 
wing’ direction of her 
party after it lost all but 
seven seats in June’s elec- 
tion. “I don’t think you can 
switch your political 
stance or political views in 
two months that quickly,” 
Gassmann added. 

In the leadup to last 
June’s election, the Liber- 
als ran on a platform that 
included “free prescription 
drugs for children, youth 
and seniors, free universal 
preschool child care and 
free college and university 
tuition for more students.” 
Instead, Ontarians voted in 


favour of lower taxes and 
Ford’s promise to scrap the 
Liberal cap and trade pro- 
gram. 

“Tt’s going to take a lot of 
soul searching,” Damerla 
said. "You need closure. 
People need to look back to 
see what we could’ve done 
right. Any government 
that’s in power for a while 
faces that appetite for 
change. What was differ- 
ent this time was the ex- 
tend of the vote against 
us,” she said. 

As the party struggles to 
find it’s way back, Damerla 
says Liberals must be true 
to who they really are. 

"If people want a left- 
wing party, there’s the 
NDP. Liberals have to be at 
the center. That’s who I 
am. My instinct is I am 
centrist. There are times I 
am a blue Liberal. Fiscal 


matters, absolutely. I am 
an accountant. I worked in 
banking. Absolutely I be- 
lieve in fiscal responsibil- 
ity.” 


That said, Damerla 
downplays the Ford gov- 
ernment’s recent fiscal up- 
date pegging the budget 
deficit at $15 billion, as

She’s says she’s always 
made a point to following 
up on the concerns of resi- 
dents and adds that won’t 
change if she’s elected 
councillor. 


Campaigning on public dime “disrespectful of taxpayers, says Brampton councillor 


Councillors campaigning 
‘on the public dime’ are 
not respecting taxpayers, 
says Brampton Councillor 
Jeff Bowman. 

“T would not do that be- 
cause I have respect for 
the taxpayer,” Bowman 
told Peel News Talk on 
Sauga 960 AM. 

“T took a weeklong vaca- 
tion this year. I’m taking 
the final two weeks vaca- 
tion so I can campaign. 
That’s the way I do it. I’ve 
got integrity and I respect 
the taxpayers,” he said. 

With the municipal elec- 
tion campaign coming 
down to its final days, 
councillors remain on the 
payroll as they knock on 
doors and shake hands, 
hoping to keep their job 
after election day on Oct. 
22. 

Bowman, who was first 
elected in 2014, is con- 
cerned about the optics of 
campaigning on the public 
dime instead of being fully 
engaged in their duties as 
councillor. 


“There are other coun- 
cillors out there cam- 
paigning. A lot of them 
will say, ‘I got my phone 
with me, It’s totally up to 
them. That’s what they’ve 
chosen to do. I don’t have 
an issue with that. [I’m 
concerned about my cam- 
paign and how my elec- 
torate reacts to voting me 
in for another four years. 
“ 


Councillor Martin 
Medeiros is campaigning 
as well, but says his work 
on behalf of constituents 
continues as normal. 

“T can’t speak for him 
(Bowman), but I’ve taken 
constituent calls and du- 
ties. This past Friday, we 
had a delegation from Por- 
tugal and the Mayor and 
myself received the dele- 
gation. I’ve been dealing 
with constituents as nor- 
mal.” Medeiros says he’s 
maintained continuous 


contact with his assistant 
throughout the campaign. 

“At my campaign office, 
I get lots of residents

come in for city issues. I 
work with (my assistant) 
and try to keep that sepa- 
ration between what we 
do from a campaign per- 
spective and in _ con- 
stituency calls. If during a 
campaign, you're not 
doing your job, con- 
stituents will punish you 
for that. If they’re trying 
to deal with constituency 
issues and you Say, ‘I can’t 
help because I’m in my 
campaign period, you’re 
putting yourself at jeop- 
ardy. You will be punished 
by residents accordingly,” 
he said. 

Council has not met 
since last month, but the 
Mayor could decide to call 
a council meeting next 
week if she wanted to. 

Incumbent councillors 
are seen as having a big 
advantage over. chal- 
lengers at election time. 
However, choosing to 
focus on council work in- 
stead of campaigning in 
the run up to voting day 
could be seen as a disad-

vantage to a sitting coun- 
cillor. 

“There are a lot of peo- 
ple who say that’s a disad- 
vantage. If it is a 
disadvantage, maybe we 
need to change things a 
little bit to say, maybe we 
need in the coming elec- 
tions to say, three weeks

out from the election, 
council is disbanded and 
we don’t get paid,” Bow- 
man said. 

He says that the idea of 
cutting pay for three 
weeks before an election 
may not be very popular 
for councillors who would 
then lose money at cam- 


paign time, but Bowman 
says it makes sense from a 
taxpayer’s standpoint. 
“That gives us time to go 
out and campaign, not 
being on the taxpayer dol- 
lar. There’s a lot of things 
we could do to make it 
more fair for everybody 
and the taxpayer,” he said.

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Council to explore term limits after election, says Starr

If re-elected, Ward 6 
Councillor Ron Starr 
says he’ll push for an 
“open and honest” look 
at term limits. 

A discussion could lead 
to “some formulation of 
ideas that, ‘can we do it, 
should we do it,” Starr 
told Peel News Talk on 
Sauga 960 AM. 

“That’s why a real open 
honest discussion needs 
to be done, just to get all 
the facts out, to check 
with our peers to see if 
they’ve had the same 
discussions.” 

Limits would restrict 
the number of four-year 
terms a councillor could 
serve. Proponents of the 
idea, like Ward One can- 
didate Sharmila Se- 
taram, say term limits 
would help rejuvenate 
council and help bring in 
more diversity. 

“Do you need to be on 
council 20 years, or 30 
years?” she asked. “How 
do we also allow for that 
mentorship? So when 
people hear ‘term limits’, 
they get scared but we 
shouldn’t. We should 
think of it in terms of in- 
novation, renewal and 
mentorship.” 


Starr isn’t sure how 
many of his colleagues 
on council would sup- 
port the idea. “The 
biggest thing - will coun- 
cillors vote for it. 
They’re voting for their 
own positions, basically. 
That’s something that 
needs to come out and 
see how we would han- 
dle it,” he said. 

The downside of term 
limits is the loss of valu- 
able experience.Con- 
sider the decades of 
experience former 
Mayor Hazel McCallion 
brought to Mississauga. 
Change for the sake of 
bringing in a new face 
doesn’t guarantee better 
service. 

Ward 10 Councillor Sue 
McFadden says “it can 
take two or sometimes 
three terms before a mu- 
nicipal politician truly 
understands the ins and 
outs of City Hall well 
enough to give con- 
stituents their best.” 

It’s not the first time 
Starr has raised the 
issue at Mississauga 
council. 

“IT brought it up last 
term with several of the 
councillors and the ones 


that have been in fora 
long time say something 
to the effect that ‘we’re 
doing a good job, we de- 
serve to be re-elected 
and the people appreci- 
ate that.” 

Sometimes, councillors 
continue to run despite 
having little enthusiasm 
for community involve- 
ment. 

“The other side is, 
what happens if you 
have people who have 
four, five, six, ten terms 
and aren’t performing at 
the end. It’s not fair to 
the public. That’s what I 
asked,” Starr said. 

A discussion’ could 
mean asking staff to pro- 
duce a report for council 
to consider before mov- 
ing ahead with a vote. 

"We have the ability as 
councillors to bring up 
new business and under 
new business you can 
ask fora report. You can 
find out what happened 
in other areas with re- 
spect to term limits and 
get ideas from council 
because it’s council that 
votes on it.” 

That’s why Starr be- 
lieves it’s important to 
see what other jurisdic- 


tions are doing and 
weigh both the benefits 
and detriments of doing 
it here. 

“We can take a look at 
what’s going on in the 
U.S. They have term lim- 
its. They’re forced to

change. Is it good or 
bad? I think we all have 
our own opinions.” 

Unlike some of his col- 
leagues, Starr is no ca- 
reer politician. He was 
elected in 2010 to repre- 
sent Ward 6.

Brampton sign war the “dirtiest campaign I’ve seen, 
says council challenger 


Former Brampton council- 
lor John Sanderson, running 
to reclaim Ward 3 and 4 
from incumbent Martin 
Medeiros says this cam- 
paign is the nastiest he’s 
been involved in. 

“This one here is probably 
the dirtiest one I’ve ever 
been involved in. The oppo- 
nent is coming out and 
doing stuff I’ve never ever 
seen before in politics in 
Brampton,” Sanderson told 
Peel News Talk on Sauga 
960 AM. 

Sanderson says the dirty 
stuff includes having signs 
damaged and moved. “I’ve 
had some signs relocated. 
I’ve had some taken down. 
I’ve had signs put in front of 
my signs. That’s not the 
way I play it. I play a nice, 
level fair game.” 

Sanderson lays the blame 
for the ‘nasty’ campaign at 
the feet of incumbent Mar- 
tin Medeiros. 


“Some of the comments 
I’ve been hearing at the 
door, that they’re making 
about me. Comments I’m 
hearing like, ‘I’m too old, Pll 
take the city backwards. The 
people of Brampton know 
me better than that. They 
know [I’m here to move 
Brampton forward. Some- 
body needs to know who 
they’re challenging because 
I know a lot of people in 
Brampton and when you 
hear comments that come 
back like that, it’s just unac- 
ceptable.” 

Medeiros says if anyone is 
to blame for ‘dirty’ politics, 
it is Sanderson himself. 

“When he talks about this 
being the nastiest cam- 
paign, that’s the way he 
does his politics from day 
one so I don’t know what 
he’s complaining about." 

One of the main irritants 
for Medeiros are the signs 
asking voters in Wards 3 


and 4 to re-elect Sanderson. 

Medeiros is the regional 
councillor for the Wards 
having been first elected in 
2014. Sanderson was the re- 
gional councillor there from 
2006 to 2014 before step- 
ping down to run for mayor, 
a campaign he lost to Linda 


Jeffrey. 
Some residents are con- 
fused about whether 


Sanderson or Medeiros is 
being re-elected. 

“What I get all the time,“ 
says Medeiros, “is, people 
tell me at the door, ‘why 
this re-election, I thought 
you were the councillor,’ I 
am but that’s not what 
they’re being told at the 
door. I can’t speak to what 
nastiness on my side. I can 
tell you on Ward 4 and Ward 
3, my signs have been dam- 
aged. My signs have been 
taken out. I know from 
many of my residents (that) 
have called me _ about, 


Sanderson signs have been 
put on their yard without 
them knowing, especially 
Portuguese people who 
don’t speak English.” 

As far as key campaign is- 
sues go, Sanderson says 
crime must be tackled bet- 
ter than it has been so far. 

“It’s a huge issue in Peel. 
We need to do something 
about the crime and just 
adding more police officers 
is not going to do it. We 
need to get to the root 
cause. We need to keep the 
kids busy and keep them out 
of trouble.“ 

He’s pushing for a return 
to community policing sta- 
tions. 

“Our police officers are 
our friends. We need to get 
them out there. We need to 
bring back community- 
policing stations where we 
have satellite stations in the 
community. That was the 
best thing we ever in around 


Peel. It’s all looked at in 
terms of how much it cost in 
order to do that. I would 
argue it cost far less to have 
community police stations 
than it does all the court 
costs and etc. we’re going

through.” 

The battle for Wards 3 
and 4 in Brampton promises 
to be one of the most closely 
watched and hotly con- 
tested campaigns leading up 
to the Oct. 22 vote.

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Coyote sightings growing concern in Ward 1, says Butt 


Arash of recent coy- 
ote sightings has left 
residents growing con- 
cerned about public 
safety, says a candidate 
running for Ward 1 in 
Mississauga. 

“T've been hearing 
about it quite a bit from 
local residents... the 
sightings are up quitea 
bit," Brad Butt said dur- 
ing an interview earlier 
this week on Peel News 
Talk on Sauga 960 AM. 

Coyotes have been a 


hot topic in recent 
months, with politi- 
cians in other cities 


cautioning residents to 
steer clear of the wild 
animals, which tend to 
appear at dawn and 
dusk and typically hunt 
rodents and rabbits. 

During the interview, 
Butt brought up a num- 
ber of reports he’d 
heard about sightings 
in and around Ward 1, 
including Jack Darling 
Park. 

“We want to deal with 
this kind of thing in a 
humane way,” said 
Butt. “I don’t know 
what the specific an- 
swer is, but I do believe 
the City could be more 


proactive.” 
While they do not 
pose a_ significant 


threat to humans, the 
City of Mississauga rec- 
ommends that resi- 
dents steer clear of 
them, along with rec- 
ommending the storage 
of food, garbage and at- 
tractants indoors and 
not leaving children or 
pets unattended. 

Mississauga is not the 
only city that has had to 
deal with coyote sight- 
ings in residential 
neighbourhoods. 

In 2017, Brampton 
saw numerous reports 
of the animals in Wards 
3&4, with more than 
100 separate sightings. 

At the time, local 
councillor Jeff Bowman 
spoke to Peel Weekly 
News about the need to 
create a trapping and 
re-locating program as 
a possible step. 

“T would prefer to see 
if they could relocate 
them somehow,” Bow- 
man said in July 2017. 
“T know they can’t relo- 
cate them when they’re 
young or they can relo- 
cate them in groups. 
That means you’ve got 


to try and trap them 
somehow, they’re 
pretty smart animals,” 
Bowman said. 

While warning signs 
were put up to notify 
families not to leave 
their children or pets 
unattended, Bowman 


said that trying to en- 
force a city bylaw pro- 


hibiting the feeding of 
coyotes was difficult. 
“Education’s _ great, 
trying to pass a bylaw 
saying it’s illegal to 
feed them but we’d 
have to catch them 
feeding them in order 
to press charges against 
them. I don’t know that 
the answer is, but it’s 


getting to the point 
where they’re going to 
keep multiplying. It’s 
inevitable that some- 
thing is going to hap- 
pen,” he said. 

Butt said that he has 
spoken with city staff 
about the issue, and 
agrees that it needs to 
be dealt with sooner 


than later. 

“T think they’re doing 
the best they can do 
within their jurisdic- 
tion and their abilities, 
but at the end of the 
day, more and more 
people are raising this 
as a problem,” said 
Butt.

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Legalizing pot doesn’t make it ok, Catholic Church tells faithful 


Just because it’s legal, 
doesn’t mean you should 
smoke pot, warns the 
Catholic Church. 

Canadians can legally con- 
sume cannabis products 
starting Oct. 17, but 


Catholics are being warned 
such products are not ok 
just because the govern- 
ment says they are. 
Catholics taking in Sunday 
morning's church service at

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St. Francis of Assisi in Mis- 
sissauga were told, “the 
massive increase in 
cannabis use that will ac- 
company its legalization 
will not produce a more just 
and humane society, but 
will only exacerbate or mul- 
tiply problems _ already 
widespread in society.” 
According to the national 
census bureau, 42.5 per cent 
of Canadians say they’ve 


tried marijuana. Around 16 
per cent have used it over 
the past three months. 

Advocates for its legaliza- 
tion argue making it legal 
will not lead to an explosion 
in use. 

Rev. Bernard Vellozo told 
Peel Weekly News, “as much 
as it may be legal from a 
secular point of view be- 
cause the government is le- 
galizing it, doesn’t make it 


morally acceptable from the 
church’s teaching point of 
view.” 

The Church has long op- 
posed legalization of 
cannabis, saying it will 
worsen problems “including 
mental illness, crime, un- 
employment, family break- 
down, injuries and fatalities 
resulting from impaired 
driving, and increased ad- 
diction to “harder” drugs 
along with associated prob- 
lems resulting from over- 
dose.” 

Rev. Vellozo says the 
Church’s objections are on 
moral grounds. “Obviously, 
in the Church we teach what 
is moral and scriptural; the 
basis on which we live our 
lives. We’re not concerned 
with what’s legal. We’re 
concerned with the fact that 
it’s morally unacceptable. 

It’s one of those cases 
church teachings diverge 
from what the state sanc- 
tions as fine. “Like for ex- 
ample, even though there’s 
no law on abortion in 
Canada, it is legal to go and 


have an abortion but it 
doesn’t make it ok for 
Catholics to agree with that, 
That’s the secular law. Our 
law that we are governed by 
is the law of God, which 
says taking any human life 
is unacceptable.” 

The Church makes an ex- 
ception for those who use 
cannabis for strictly medic- 
inal purposes. 

Rev. Vellozo says the 
Church has a responsibility 
to speak out when it comes 
to societal issues it sees as 
important and this is one of 
them. 

“Obviously people live in 
society more than they 
come to church. They come 
to church for one hour per 
week. So when society is 
saying, ‘well, everyone is 
doing pot, what’s wrong 
with it, we say it doesn’t 
matter if everyone is doing 
it, you still have to follow 
what is right." 

After the Trudeau govern- 
ment passed Bill C-45, The 
Canadian Conference of 
Catholic Bishops expressed 


its dismay in a press release. 

“Given the numerous 
known risks cannabis use 
poses to human society and 
human health (physical, 
mental and emotional), it is 
lamentable that the federal 
government has decided to 
facilitate the provision and 
use of an addictive sub- 
stance that will have disas- 
trous effects for so many 


people.” 
According to a federal 
government information 


mail out delivered to Cana- 
dians last week, “The 
Cannabis Act is designed to 
better protect the health 
and safety of Canadians, to 
keep cannabis out of the 
hands of youth and to keep 
profits out of the hands of 
criminals and _ organized 
crime.” 

You must be of legal age to 
use such products (18/19 or 
older, depending on your 
province or territory). The 
act includes “strict penal- 
ties” for selling or providing 
cannabis to youth under the 
legal age. 
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Facebook purge of political content is a fundamental assault 


against democracy: 


The Ontario Civil Liber- 
ties Association (OCLA) is 
concerned that Facebook 
has actuated a massive 
purge of accounts that fea- 
ture independent journal- 
ism and political content, 
for the reasons given of al- 
leged spamming, profit 
seeking, misrepresentation 
of identity, “misleading 
users” and to “keep our 
community safe and re- 
spectful”. 

The Facebook accounts of 
the New York Times, the 
Washington Post, and the 
Globe and Mail were un- 
touched, which suggests 
that Facebook’s motives 
are not as it claims. The 
larger media sites are 
known to be biased, to 
have political and estab- 
lishment ties and to mis- 
lead by omission and spin. 
One need only consult the 
landmark research of Her- 
man and Chomsky. 

The Facebook purge of 
some “800 pages and ac- 
counts” is the largest overt 
purge of political content 
since the advent of the so- 
cial media giants, and it 
constitutes deplatforming

of ordinary citizens on an 
unprecedented scale. 

For example, the 
renowned Canadian site 
“Press for Truth” was af- 
fected, mere days after it 
published an unparalleled 
in-depth interview with 
Maxime Bernier. 

The purged accounts 
have tens and hundreds of 
thousands of followers, 
and are known to have a 
significant influence in do- 
mestic politics. 

Both Left and Right ac- 
counts were affected, ap- 
parently barring a simple 
partisan motive. Likewise, 
OCLA does not believe that 
the purge is motivated by a 
corporate civic duty for 
public safety or by a desire 
to optimize the quest for 
truth. 

Rather, OCLA believes 
that the purged sites repre- 
sent a “threat of democ- 
racy” rather than a “threat 
to democracy”, and that the 
purge is a test for eliminat- 
ing competitors of the 
dominant establishment- 
controlled media. 

OCLA notes that Face- 
book and the social media

giants have been given ac- 
cess to the public internet 
both through the infra- 
structure largely paid for 
by public funds and 
through the state-run legal 
structure of corporate law 
that allows their profitable 
operation in the public 
sphere. 

As such, these corpora- 
tions must be bound by the 
principles that underlie the 
constitutions and charters 
of our free and democratic 
societies. Corporate cen- 
sorship against ordinary 
users cannot be a design 
characteristic. There must 
be a high threshold pre- 
venting censorship, with 
the onus to prove the ne- 
cessity for any censorship 
lying squarely with the en- 
tity that seeks to censor. 

There is an urgent sys- 
temic need for limitations 
so that the social media gi- 
ants cannot at their discre- 
tion censor individual 
expression. What the social 
media giants are con- 
stantly pressured by pow- 
erful interests to achieve 
amounts to using monopo- 
listic market and establish-

ment forces to deprive the 
proverbial pamphleteers of 
paper, ink and silkscreens, 
and access to public venues 
and doorways.

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Brampton MPPs push for hospital funding 


Provincial reps for the 
NDP are pushing to secure 
funding for a new hospital 
and expanded healthcare 
services in Brampton. 

The announcement came 
Tuesday morning during a 
press conference held in 
front of Brampton Civic 
Hospital, in which local 
MPPs said there is “too 
much at stake” for the 
healthcare system in the 
city. 

“We’re a_ fast-growing 
community... but we need 
so much more,” said NDP 
deputy leader Sara Singh, 
who spoke at the event 
alongside fellow Brampton- 
North MPP Kevin Yarde and 
Brampton-East MPP Gur- 
ratan Singh. 

The NDP moved to pass a 
motion at Queen's Park 
Tuesday afternoon for that 
funding to be guaranteed in 
next year’s spring budget. 

Brampton Civic Hospital 
opened in 2007 with 608 
funded beds, but has come 
under fire since then from 
patients’ groups and politi- 
cians for its overcrowding. 

Families in Brampton 
have experienced constant 
backups in healthcare serv- 
ices, including crowded 


emergency rooms and pa- 
tients waiting in hallways 
for procedures, sometimes 
for days or weeks at a time. 

As such, the need to put 
additional funding into 
place to construct a new 
hospital in the city and ex- 
pand medical services at the 
neighbouring Peel Memorial 
Hospital has never been 
greater. 

“Brampton has_ been 
ground zero for hallway 
medicine here in_ the 


province... we can do bet- 
ter,” she said. 

Over the last year, Peel 
Memorial’s Urgent Care 
Centre only received fund- 
ing for 6,250 visits, but a 
large majority of the overall 
patients - 61,590 - were un- 
funded. The centre expects 
this year’s unfunded patient 
visits to top 67,750. 

Additionally, Brampton 
Civic spent 114 days in 
“Code Gridlock” in 2017,

patients are left waiting for 
admission than there were 
open beds available. 

The situation is unaccept- 
able, said Andrea Horwath, 
who was scheduled to speak 
at Tuesday’s press confer- 
ence but was unable to at- 
tend. 

“Brampton families de- 
serve so much better than 
the hallway medicine, 


crowded emergency rooms 
and painfully long waits 
they've 


been suffering 


through,” Horwath said in a 
statement Tuesday after- 
noon. 

“There’s a better way for- 
ward. It starts with the im- 
mediate Phase 2 funding to 
expand Peel Memorial Cen- 
tre, then building a new 
hospital for the growing 
Brampton community.” 

Horwath says that hospi- 
tal funding was frozen and 
cut during the previous gov- 
ernment, causing waits to 
get longer and hallway med- 


icine cases to pile up. The 
NDP hasn’t heard any infor- 
mation from Premier Doug 
Ford, which has caused con- 
cern among the party that 
the situation will get even 
worse. 

“You can’t fix decades of 
cuts to hospital funding 
with even deeper cuts,” 
Horwath said. “It's time to 
invest in Brampton families, 
and the care they deserve. ”

Auto insurance bill talked up 
by Brampton MPP 


Brampton-East MPP 
Gurratan Singh intro- 
duced a bill this week 
that he says will end au- 
tomobile insurance dis- 
crimination in the GTA, 
lowering prices for thou- 
sands of GTA families. 

Singh’s bill amends the 
Insurance Act to prevent 
insurance companies 
from charging GTA resi- 
dents different insurance 
rates solely because of 
where they live within 
the region — or face the 
penalties set out by the 
Insurance Act. 

“Drivers in the Peel re- 
gion and other parts of 
the GTA pay significantly 
higher auto insurance 
rates than others in the 
same region, for no good 
reason,” said Singh. “In 
the last year alone, my 
community of Brampton 
has seen premiums in- 
crease at a rate nearly 
five times higher than the 
provincial average, and 
the average Brampton 


driver’s annual premiums 
are nearly $1,000 more 
than the average driver 
in much of Toronto.” 

The current govern- 
ment has taken things 
from “bad to worse”, said 
Singh, pointing to a nine 
per cent insurance pre- 
mium which was passed 
this past July. 

“GTA families are being 
ripped off to the tune of 
thousands a year, merely 
because of their postal 
codes. It’s wrong, and it 
has to stop. It really does- 
n’t have to be this way.” 

Singh’s bill will require 
the Superintendent of the 
Financial Services Com- 
mission of Ontario to re- 
fuse to approve risk 
classification systems 
that don’t consider the 
GTA as a single geo- 
graphic area, and pro- 


hibit insurers from 
entering into contracts 
with insurance rates 


based on such a risk clas- 
sification system.

Pilot project caps Caledon’s Waste Prevention Week

Awaste retrofit pilot 
project to help reduce the 
amount of waste in land- 
fills is capping off a week of 
waste prevention events 
hosted by the Town of Cale- 
don. 

The Town announced ear- 
lier this week that it is 
working to help reduce 
waste by promoting com- 
posting and recycling, as 
well as_ reducing the 
amount of waste sent to 
landfill. 

The Waste Retrofit Pilot 
Project is aimed at explor- 
ing how and where to re- 
duce _—waste, and is 
targeting a 10 per cent 
waste diversion rate. 

“It’s great to see staff and 
the community making the 
commitment to reduce 


their waste footprint,” said 
Mayor Allan Thompson. 
“Properly sorting compost 
and recyclable materials 
lessens the amount of 
waste that ends up in our 
landfills and is one way we 
can help protect the envi- 
ronment.” 

The pilot project included 
a baseline waste audit, the 
installation of 32 new 
waste bins, signage, educa- 
tion for Town Hall staff and 
visitors, and a post-project 
waste audit. 

The new signage advises 
staff and visitors as to 
which landfill, recycling 
and organic materials are 
acceptable in the Region of 
Peel. 

Results from the project 
will help inform the five- 


year Corporate Greenhouse 
Gas Reduction Framework 
(2019-2024), which will in- 
clude strategies to reduce 
corporate waste and poten- 
tially expanding the retrofit 
project to other Town facil- 
ities. 

Diverting the amount of 
waste going to the landfill 
will reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions associated with 
Ontario’s waste sector. Ac- 
cording to the 2013 Caledon 
Community GHG Inventory, 
waste accounts for 10% of 
local emissions. 

Waste Reduction Week is 
recognized nationwide, and 
aims to educate and engage 
Canadians to reduce, reuse, 
recycle and compost mate- 
rials before they become 
garbage in the landfill.

The new building pro- 
vides the force with the 
extra space needed to im- 
prove efficiency, via hous- 
ing a number of bureaus 
together under one roof 
that share decision making 
duties improving service 


delivery. 
The first Peel Regional 
Police Headquarters 


opened 44 years ago on De- 
cember 31, 1973, at 168 
Kennedy Road South in the 
City of Brampton. 

On October 30, 1981 it 
moved to 7750 Hurontario 
Street in Brampton; that 
building was since renamed 
the Sir Robert Peel Center. 

Also present at the rib- 
bon-cutting ceremony were 
members of the force’s Po- 
lice Services Board, along 
the Minister of Community 
Safety and Correctional 
Services the Hon. Michael 
Tibollo.

Safety a priority as Brampton prepares for cannabis legalization 


Ahead of today’s legal- 
ization of recreational 
cannabis, the City of 
Brampton is asking resi- 
dents to put safety first 
when using or in posses- 


sion of recreational 
cannabis. 
Brampton Fire and 


Emergency Services data 
shows that 31 per cent of 
fatal fires in the home 
over the past five years 
were caused by improp- 
erly discarded smoking 
material. 

Smoking of cannabis 
will be regulated the 
same as tobacco, and 
cannabis users need to 
be responsible for safe 
use to protect them- 
selves, their families, mi- 
nors, pets, and property. 

“Community safety is 
our priority. This in- 
cludes promoting fire 
safety concerns related 
to cannabis use, prepara- 
tion and growing, as well 
as enforcement of use of 
cannabis in public 
spaces,” Mayor Linda Jef- 
frey said in a statement 
Tuesday evening. 


“The City will also con- 
tinue to work with our 
partners and with the 
Provincial and Federal 
governments to ensure 
community safety re- 
mains top of mind.” 

Cannabis users are ad- 
vised not to cook while 
under the influence. Res- 
idents are also reminded 
not to grow beyond the 
legal limit of four 
cannabis plants per 
household, and not to 
make any modification 
to their electrical system 
or use high heat lamps as 
they pose a serious fire 
risk. 

Smoking of cannabis is 
prohibited in the same 
places where the smok- 
ing of tobacco is prohib- 
ited, e.g. enclosed public 
places/workplaces, 
within 20 metres of chil- 
dren’s playgrounds and 
play areas within parks, 
public sporting areas 
(e.g., splash pads, soccer 
fields) and in all bars 
and restaurant patios. 

The City and Region of 
Peel said Tuesday that 


they will look into com- 
plaints about smoking on 
City property such mu- 
nicipal buildings, recre- 
ation centres, transit 
shelters, and in proxim- 
ity to children’s play 
areas, including within 
parks. 

“AS recreational 
cannabis becomes legal, 
we have to work to- 
gether as a community in 
ensuring that our neigh- 
bourhoods are safe and 
enjoyable for everyone. 
Whether in public spaces 
or using cannabis in your 
home, we ask that resi- 
dents are mindful of 
their safety and that of 
the community as a 
whole,” said Community 
Services Chair Michael 
Palleschi. 

Residents can report 
these concerns by calling 
311 or emailing 
311@brampton.ca. Only 
call 911 in the event of an 
emergency. 

The new City Council 
(effective Dec. 1, 2018) 
will decide whether or 
not cannabis retail es- 


tablishments should be 
allowed in Brampton. 
The Province of Ontario 
requires this decision to 
be made by Jan. 22, 2019. 

City staff will be creat- 
ing a “for information” 
report about cannabis 
retail stores, to be pre- 
sented to the new Coun- 
cil on Dec. 5, 2018, to 


help them make an in- 
formed decision. 

At the end of this 
month, the City will 
issue a public poll to 
gauge residents’ opinion 
about Brampton opting 
in/out of retail cannabis 
stores. 

Results of the poll will 
be provided as part of 


the report to Council to 
consider as part of their 
opt in/opt out decision. 

Cannabis possession 
limits are a maximum of 
30 grams (about one 
ounce) of dried cannabis 
in public. 

There is a maximum of 
four plants per residence 
(not per person). 
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Brampton boasts “AAA” outlook

Mississauga’s World Vision 
responds to new report 


Anew report outlining 
how to end child labour in 
Canadian supply chains 
needs to be adopted, a 
Mississauga-based advo- 
cacy organization said 
Tuesday. 

World Vision Canada, 
which is headquartered 
on World Drive in the 
northern end of Missis- 
sauga, made the com- 
ments regarding Canada's 
Standing Committee on 
Foreign Affairs and Inter- 
national Development’s 
new report, "A Call to Ac- 
tion: Ending the Use of All 
Forms of Child Labour in 
Supply Chains.” 

The report offers solu- 
tions, including legisla- 
tive action, that can be 
adopted to address child 
and forced labour in 
Canadian supply chains. 

"This report reconfirms 
that it's time for the Gov- 
ernment of Canada to in- 
troduce legislation to 
address the risk of child 
and forced labour in our 
supply chains," said 
World Vision Canada 


president Michael Mes- 
senger. 

"After hearing children 
around the world, I can 
say with conviction that 
child labour is also a 
Canadian issue. There are 
at least 1,200 Canadian 
companies importing 
goods that may have been 
made by child or forced 
labourers overseas. It has 
to stop.” 

Canadian imports of 
"risky products" now 
total $34 billion, a 31 per- 
cent increase over the 
past five years. 

Messenger said the or- 
ganization wants the fed- 
eral government’ to 


formally commit to work- 
ing with civil society, 
trade unions, investors, 
and the private sector to 
design the right supply 
chain legislation for 
Canada. 

“Consumers, companies 
and governments should 
all play a part in address- 
ing Canadian links to this 
global problem,” said 
Messenger. “Canada 
needs to commit to fed- 
eral supply chain legisla- 
tion or risk falling behind 
on promoting responsible 
business and human 


rights including the pro- 
tection of children from 
exploitation and harm."

A truly remarkable gen- 
tlemen achieved an incred- 
ible feat of athleticism this 
past Saturday, as he raced 
the Hawaiian Ironman 
Triathlon. 

70 year-old Bob Knuckey 
covered the 2.4 mile Pacific 
Ocean swim, 112 mile cycle 
and 26.2 mile marathon 
run in under twelve hours 
to win his 70-74 age group. 

Bob has been a triathlete 
for many years, having con- 
verted from an elite runner. 
He once outright won the 
Toronto Marathon. He has 
completed many big 
triathlon races all over the 
world, including Hawaii. 

However, he was always 
a little bit behind the top 
racers in his group of 65-69 
in this race. 

The months and years of 
training paid off for Bob, 
and the weather cooper- 
ated on the day with mod- 
est temperatures and low 
velocity winds. 

Patrick Lang of Germany 
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was the top male finishing 
the grueling course in 7 
hours, 52 minutes. Daniela 
Ryf of Switzerland won the 
female event in 8:26:16, 
lowering her previous best 
performance by over 20 
minutes. 

For Mr. Knuckey, known 
affectionately as uncle Bob 
to those that are close to 
him, this event was the top- 
ping off of a very good sea- 
son of training and racing. 
A top finish in the Arizona 
Ironman and several weeks 
of hot dry training in Tuc- 
son made Bob as tough as 
nails and ready to achieve 
his best. 

In order to be a top 
triathlete, you have to be 
exceptional at all three dis- 
ciplines, but in the final 
analysis if you want to hang 
with big dogs and give 
yourself a chance to win, 
you have to be a good run- 
ner. 

That natural ability to run 
gave Bob the edge on the 


day as he overcame his 
closest competitor, Her- 
mann Hefti of Switzerland. 

After the swim, Bob was 
in fourth, just three min- 
utes back of the leader in 
his age group. He made up 
the time on the bike and en- 
tered the run in the lead, 
but only by 4 minutes. 

The race for first place 
and the sub 12-hour record 
would come down to who 
could manage their body 
over 26.2 miles. 

Bob slowly built a 12 
minute lead and it looked 
like he would win his age 
group by the time he got to 
the 21 mile mark. His pace 
put him right on 12 hours, 
however. Sensing the mo- 
ment, Bob picked up the 
pace and even captured the 
attention of a much 
younger athlete, who paced 
Bob during the final miles. 

Many of Bob’s Caledon C3 
Club friends who had trav- 
elled to Hawaii at their own 
cost were on hand to cheer

New novel explores history of Alderlea community

It all started with a 
story passed down from 
one generation to an- 
other. 

Lynne Golding’s inau- 
gural novel, The Inno- 
cent, takes readers ona 
journey back to a time 
that wasn’t so long ago - 
the early 20th century. 

Set in 1907, the new 
novel, which releases 
later this month, focuses 
on Brampton’s Alderlea 
community as_ seen 
through the eyes of 
young Jessie Stephens 
and her family, who 
seeks to solve a mystery 
involving her grandfa- 
ther and the town’s Pres- 
byterian Church. 

The decision to write a 
novel came easily, Gold- 
ing said in an interview 
with Peel Weekly News 
last week, after she 
spent listening to stories 
from the real Jessie 
Stephens -  Golding’s 
great-aunt - who told 
her of what life was like 
decades before. 

“Tlove history, and I 


have Brampton in my 
bones,” said Golding, 
who lives in the commu- 
nity and spent months 
researching and docu- 
menting the stories from 
Stephens, which chroni- 
cle the first 25 years of 
her life. 

The novel is based in 
historical fact, and Gold- 
ing said she spent a lot 
of time chronicling the 
places, situations and 
people that were present 
in the Alderlea commu- 
nity as part of the re- 
search for the book. 

“Sometimes the facts 
got in the way of a good 
story,” she said, noting 
that she strived for au- 
thenticity in the mate- 
rial, with much of the 
story happening in and 
around Etobicoke Creek 
(originally called 
“Alders”). 

Relying on resource 
books and material from 
the Peel Art Gallery, Mu- 
seum and _ Archives 
(PAMA), along with her 
artifacts from her own 


family, Golding said she 
learned a lot in the 
course of writing the 
book. 

“T love the writing, and 
it’s definitely improved 
with practice,” she 
noted, saying that she 
wrote so much material 
for the book that it soon 
surpassed 900 pages. As 
a result, she plans to re- 
lease the material as a 


series called Beneath the 
Alders. 

The book’s title also re- 
ferred to the “innocence 
of age” the population 
faced in the years just 
before World War I, and 
how there was a lot of 
conformity in the way 
people lived. 

“The morals were very 
black-and-white... there 
was no grey. 
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“T could always visual- 
ize where the characters 
were... it was easy to 
write for them,” Golding 
said. 

Part of the ease with 
writing came from her 
prior work as a lawyer 
with Fasken in Toronto, 
she says, and the feed- 
back she’s received from 
the community has been 
encouraging so far. 


Golding notes that she 
isn’t sure what she 
wants to write after the 
trilogy, but said if people 
want her to write more, 
she’d be happy to. 

The Innocent will be 
officially released on 
Oct. 30.

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Local resident honors WWI hero at national 
ceremony

A Mississauga resident 
is heading to the East 
Coast this weekend to 
honor her grandfather - 
the youngest combat re- 
cipient of the Victoria 
Cross. 

Ward 1 community ad- 
vocate Catherine Soplet, 
who hails from New- 
foundland, will be travel- 
ing to the province to 
honor Pte. Thomas Rick- 
etts, who fought with the 
Royal Newfoundland Reg- 
iment during World War I. 

“Tam the eldest grand- 
child, ad Iam privileged 
and proud to be invited to 
attend this event,” said 
Soplet, who helped a com- 
mittee in Newfoundland 
develop the Kiwanis Rick- 
etts Memorial Peace Park 
project in its advocacy to 
be approved for legacy 
program funding from 
Canadian Heritage. 

Nearly $1 million in 
matching funding will also 
be invested to open a facil- 
ity that promotes youth 
development and legacy 
education for Newfound- 
land’s role in WWI. 

The Victoria Cross is one 
of the rarest medals in the 
world and the highest mil- 


itary honour awarded by 
the United Kingdom. At 
17, Ricketts became the 
youngest recipient of the 
Cross, and the only mem- 
ber of the Royal New- 
foundland Regiment 
recognized with the high- 
est military honour in the 
British Commonwealth. 

Upon return to civilian 
life, Ricketts began his ed- 
ucation at Bishop Field 
College in St. John’s, NL. 
As a decorated hero, he 
took on a leadership role 
in “Company C” of Angli- 
can Church Lads Brigade. 
Later in life, Ricketts was 
instrumental to establish 
CLB companies in fishing 
villages of Conception Bay 
South. 

Ricketts completed his 
pharmacist apprentice- 
ship at age 30 and opened 
his drug store business 
across from the St. John’s 
railway station. 

“He was known to be 
shy and kind, to help ill 
people and let children 
read comic books in his 
store,” said Soplet, who 
said that her love of vol- 
unteerism and community 
support were inspired by 
Ricketts’ experiences. 


Following his state fu- 
neral provide by the NL 
government, Ricketts’ 
headstone was engraved 
with the CLB_ motto: 
“Fight the good fight”. 

In 2003, the Ricketts 
medals were donated by 
the family to the perma- 
nent collection of the 
Canadian War Museum in 
Ottawa. 

The 100-year military 
observance since the bat- 
tle that ended World War 
1 kicks off the final phase 
of the development of the 
Memorial Peace Park. 

The completion of the 
Peace Park targets July 1, 
2019 for unveiling of a 
bronze statue of the child 
soldier Tommy Ricketts. 

The date coincides with 
100-years of Ricketts’ de- 
commission from active 
duty, Memorial Day obser- 
vances for the decimation 
of Royal Newfoundland 
Regiment at Beaumont 
Hamel, and Canada Day. 

Seamus O’Regan, the 
Minister of Veterans’ Af- 
fairs, will attend, together 
with other provincial and 
civic dignitaries. 

At the ceremony, a 
bronze plaque will be un- 


veiled on park trails con- 
necting Kiwanis Park to 
the adjacent Royal Cana- 
dian Legion - Branch 50 
(Conception Bay South). 


Kiwanis Park land was 
previously owned by Rick- 
etts, and he was one of the 
founding members. of 
Branch 50. 


The ceremony will also 
commemorate all those 
who fought with Royal 
Newfoundland Regiment 
in World War 1.
